NORTH WEST ASSIGNMENTS 
Territorial Legislators Adversciy Cri 


ticieed by Winnipee Board 
of Trade 


At a general meeting of the Win 
hipeg board of trade held on Wednes 
day last W. Georgeson reporte on the 
correspondence in reference to the 
N. W. T. assignment act. The amend- 
ment passed at the last fession pro- 
vided that all assignments made with- 
in the Territories should be made to 
a resident of the Territories. The 
provision only comprised a few lines 
and looked innocent enough; but the 
act was a most Pxpensive ene, and 
he believed it had been got up miainly 
for the benefit of the lawyers of the 
Territories, There was nothing but a 
series of applications to the court, the 
judge had to pass an order for every 
thing done. He mentioned a case of 
mestenment at “Wotsrtey: the aseignee 
refused to make any statement of 
what he had done With the proceeds 
Mr. Newton reported that the estate 
should pay 80 cents on the dollar 
ttt-onty b34q-cente had been reatized 
It had been thought in the interests 
of the creditors that they should go 
at their own expense, meet the govw- 
ernment of the N. W. T and expiein 
the position; bui they were not ac- 
cored the privilege of meeting the 
government. Not more than five per 
eent of the creditors were in the N 
W. T., and of this percentage 3 per 
cent had privileged claims, for rent 
and wages. The creditors in Winni- 
P« Montreal, Toronto, ete, were 
obliged to pay for the expensive legis- 
lation. The council had a snub from 
the premier of the Territories, but the 
agitation should be continued. When 
a debior abandons his estate he has 
generally no longer any interest ~ in 
it. the Interest rests with the credit- 
or, and there should be an easy, sim- 
ple and inexpensive way of winding 
up. The senate and Dominion house 
had seen fit to consider the repesen- 
tations of the council aad they did not 


consider it too much to ask the 
government of the N.W.T. to do so 
‘amd krant fair treatment

All the 
men are unanimous tn his praise as 
a first clase officer. 

Corporal Baines of High River was 
in hospital at Kroonetadt suffering 
m enteric fever when Fisk left 
th Africa, Baines’ mount “Little 
apa was a picture of health, quite 
at and anxiousty awaiting his mas- 
ter’s return. Jeff Davis. Abbey Rod- 
gers and Hutchinson, were all right 
and doing well, Trooper Hobbins was 
wounded at Vet river and at Iasi re- 
ports was doing well, Trooper A. H. 
Brown. formerly of the N.W.MP., 
Calgary, and ,Trooper Fletcher of 
High River were wounded at Winburg 
and were in the hospital at Kroon- 
stadt. Pd Marshall, also of Calgary, 
was also wounded. He had joined 
Remington's scouts. The other men 
of Fiek’s section were Jim Fisher, 
E. Marchal! an Mackay, all of Calgary 

Fick saw Herbert Samson of Higt 
River at Victoria West. where he 
was a Hoeutenant in the Imperial yeo- 
manry. Mr. Samson was delighted to 
meet many old friends from the Cal- 
agry district. 

Trooper T. T Hughes another Cal- 
gary boy proved himself a good sol- 
dier and a first rate comrade.

The old SC horses sold 
by George Lane turned out best of all 
being for more useful onthe field than 
the younger horses, Only nine horses 
were lost on the voyage and of these 
three were shot. 

Trooper Waldy met with a serious 
accident just after arriving at 
Capetown, but pulled himself around 
quickly and his recent exploit has 
already been reported, 

Trooper Frank Patterson was not 
killed as reported, but was hard at 
work asteting Lieutenant Riddell. 

Trooper Fisk hes a very poor opin- 
jon of the Boer’s bravery. He thinks 
the average Boer ts a coward who 
will not fight in the open, The 
shooting power of the Boers bas been 
very much overestimated, He is no 
better shot than any other man, The

Committed for 
Trial for Attempted Murder. 
A Most Peculiar Story. 


The city poliee court was packed 
to its utmost capacity yesterday after- 
noon when Police Magistrate Smith 
ddressing George H, W!!tiams said 
You are charged for that you did at 
on the 20th day of August, 
1900, attempt to drown Eugene Mc- 
Clelland, with intend to murder him. 

The accused, Whose manner and ap 
pearance are decidedly ip his favor 
took his seat beside his counsel, PJ 
Nolan. A, L. Sifton, who represented 
the crown at once proceeded to call 
evidence, the first witness being the 
prosecutor, Eugene McClelland, who 
deposed as follows: 

I have lived in Calgary a little over 
a year, I have own the defendant 
since August 22nd. | first saw him 
at the C. P. R. station, Had @ con- 
versation with him, I did not know 
his name then.
